Washington, June 3.—Shortly after 


five o'clock this aftcrnon, the senate 
pasecl the Lodge Philippine govern- 
ment bill, hy a vote of forty eight to 
thirty. Three republicans. Hoar of 
Massachusetts, Mason of Illinois and 
Wellington of Maryland, voted against 
the measure, and one democrat, Lau- 
rin of South Carolina, voted for it. 
All the amendments offered by the 
minority were rejected. After the pas- 
sage of the Philippine bill, the Nicar- 
agua canal bill was made the unfin- 
ished business and its consideration 
will begin tomorrow. 


Cadeno and Juan Torres, the four men 
found guilty of murder and outrages 
committed in October, 1898, at Guayoa, 
a suburb of Adjuntas, were executed 
by the garotte here today. They were 
all put to death within fifty minutes 
and the average time taken to kill 
each man was two minutes. All four 
of the condemned men confessed their 
crimes as they walked to the scaffold 
and two of them aided the executioner 
to adjust the garrotte and forgave him 
for putting them to death. One of the 
prisoners resisted the adjustment of 
the cloth over his face. He said he 
wanted to die with his face xmcovered. 
Finally after fifteen minutes' struggle 
the man was subdued. The scaffold 
was arranged so that the condemned 
men did not see the bodies of their 
companions. There were only thirty 
witnesses of the execution.

KING EDWARD'S MESSAGE.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 3.—There 


were no developments or incidents of 


, special note in the anthracite coal min- 
ers' strike today. The mine workers 
tried hard to bring out additional en- 
gineers, firemen and pump runners 
and the companies were equally earn- 
est in their endeavors to hold all those 
employes who have remained loyal to 
them. The union succeeded in getting 
out a number of men and tonight, the 
labor leaders assert that they are sat- 
isfied with the day's work. One or two 
colieries had to shut down their pumps, 
owing to lack of men, but in all other 
cases the operatives were able to fill 
vacancies by drawing on a reserve 
force. The mine owners claim that 
thus for they have employed very few 
non-union men. Disturbances of a mi- 
nor nature are becoming very frequent 
These affairs arc in the nature of dem- 
onstrations by men ranging in num- 
bers from about a dozen up to ono hun- 
dred. Many of the workmen who go 
to their homes after finishing work 
arc accompanied by coal and iron po- 
lice. In nearly evory colliery tempo- 
rary living quarters have been estab- 
lished for those who do not care to 
leave.

Pretoria, Manday, 
June 
2.—(De- 


layed in transmission)—The signing of 
the peace agreement last Saturday 
night was carried out with the least 
possible ceremony. Lord 
Kitchener 


and Lord Milner, and Gen. De Wet 
and others representing the Orange 
Free state, and Gen. Schalk-Burger 
and others of the Transvaal govern- 
ment, quietly met in the dining room 
of the residence occupied by the burgh- 
er delegates, adjoining Lord Kitchen- 
er's house. The document lay ready 
on a table. Amid profound silence the 
Boer leaders took a pen, in order of 
precedence, and affixed their signatures 
thus surrendering the independence 
for which they 
had 
so gallantly 


struggled. The document was then in- 
trusted to Col. Hamilton, Lord Kitch- 
ener's military secretary, and Capt. 
Marker, an 
aide-de-camp, who 
left 


Pretoria tonight to deliver it to King 
Edward. 


REDOUBT'S ERUPTION. 


Nashua, N. H., June 3.—One of the 


most prominent residents of this city 
and u prominent man throughout the 
state, Hon. Solomon SpakUng, died 
suddenly at his home here today. Mr. 
Spalding was ninety-one years of age. 
He was well known in banking and 
railroad circles throughout New Eng- 
land, having been at one time presi- 
dent of the Wilton railroad, and 
a 


stockholder in other lines. He was 
also president of the New Hampshire 
Banking company. At the dedication 
of the 
Bunker Hill 
monument, 
at 


Charlestown, Mass., over sixty years 
ago, Mr. SpakUng commanded the ar- 
tillery battery that fired the salutes. 
He is survived by three children. The 
last few years of Mr. Spalding's life 
were overshadowed by misfortune, large 
ly the result of the collapse of the 
Globe Savings bank of Chicago, 
ot 


which his son, Charles, was treasurer. 
The failure of the New Hampshire 
Banking company and litigation added 
to his cares. Notwithstanding these 
reverses, Mr. Spalding was rated as 
a wealthy man. 


Washington, D. C., June 3.—Suffi- 


cient progress has now been made on 
the naval bill by the senate commit- 
tee to insure the insertion of several 
important provisions, which will be 
agreed to when the measure reaches 
the conference state. The most im- 
portant is on providing a cadet ap- 
pointment for each senator, and four 
annually Jor the 
president, 
which 


would result in an increase of line offi- 
cers gradually until the number re- 
quired for prospective duties with the 
new navy has been attained. 


The senate committee will not agree 


to the house committee 
provision, 


through which over 400 cadets wero 
to be allowed the naval academy, in 
addition to those now authorized. Siu-h 
an increase is believed far in excess 
of the demands of the navy, and would 
lead to blocking promotion and filling 
the lower grades excessively. 


It has been definitely decided in 


committee that there shall be no Ron- 
oral shipbuilding at the navy yards, 
as provided in the house bill author- 
izing at least one vessel ot the sever- 
al classes constructed at each ot the 
leading yards. The senate committed 
will agree to have ono battleship ot 
armored cruiser constructed at bor 
navy yard to be designated by tho 
secretary of tho navy, but no moio. 


Tho senate committee further has 


decided to accept tho programme o: 
increase adopted by the house.

Volcano Up in Alaska Throws Out 


Great Sheets of Flame. 


Seattle, Wash., June 3.—Passengers 


from Cook Inlet, who have arrived by 
the Chico, confirm previous rumors of 
another eruption of Redoubt volcano, 
which is situated on the west 
side, 


about forty imiles northwest of Iliam- 
ma. Among them was A. C. Losey of 
Tacoma, an employe of the 
Trans- 


Alaska company, who saw the erup- 
tion. He sailed from Iliamma on the 
morning of May 8. From Iliamma only I 
heavy smoke was to be seen in the di- 
rection of- Redoubt, but the spectators 
knew the' volcano 
was in 
eruption 


again. Precipitous mountains shut off 
the view until the Chico reached a 
point twenty miles or so up the inlet, 
when the 
show 
became thrilling. 


Dense, black clouds covered the en- 
tire regions, spreading entirely over 
Cook Inlet. At times the smoke di- 
rectly over the volcanic region was 
lighted to a dark gray, but no flames 
were seen 
during the 
day and no 


ashes reached the ship. When even- 
ing fell bright flames flashed up and 
lighted the whole sky in that direction. 
The' ship's course out of the inlet left 
the volcano directly to the westward, 
at which point Mr. Losey says there 
seemed a continuous sheet ol fire ris- 
ing probably miles high.

The atmosphere forms an armor 


which is almost impenetrable to tbc 
meteors that are constantly pelting 
the earth. About 2,000 of these wan- 
derers iu space hit our atmosphere ev- 
ery 24 hours. Most of the meteors are 
small. 
They come rushing through 


space, strike the atmosphere, and the 
friction against the molecules of air 
heats them to a white heat and sets 
them ablaze. 
Sometimes part of one 


may reach the earth; but. as a rule, 
they are consumed, and the dust alone, 
cosmic dust, drops upon the surface. 


One of the earliest known meteors 


fell in 204 B. C. in Phrygia, where foi- 
a long time it was worshiped. It was 
carried to Rome and was supposed to 
be a messenger from the gods. Llvy 
describes a shower of meteoric stones. 
The people were greatly alarmed, and 
the senators were demoralized and de- 
clared a nine days' festival to propiti- 
ate the gods. 
There is at Mecca a 


meteorite which fell in COO A. D. and 
Is still worshiped by the faithful. 


In Chinese literature there is men- 


tloii of meteors which fell in 01-} It. 
C. The oldest known meteorite which 
was seen to fall is now on exhibition 
at Ensishelm. Alsace, Germany.

That a ship should be struck would 
seem an extraordinary chance, yet a 
Swedish whip was so struck, the stone 
killing two of the crew.

ing from New York to Uremen when 
J>pr ofllciTS noticed a brilliant meteor 
that appeared to be- bearing down on 
the vessel from southeast to northwest.

The buccaneers were afraid of noth- 


ing. 
They pdtd no attention to the rales 


of war. A little ship would attack a 
big one without the slightest hesitation, 
and, more than that, would generally 
take it, and in every way Spain was be- 
ginning to fuel as if she wore acting 
the part of provider to the pirate sea- 
men of every nation. 


Finding that she could do nothing to 


diminish the number of tbo buccaneer- 
ing ^ essels, Spain determined that she 
would not have so many richly laden 
ships of her own upon these dangerous 
seas; consequently a change was made 
in regard to the shipping of merchan- 
dise and tbo valuable metals from 
America to her home porta The car- 
goes were concentrated, and what bad 
previously been placed upon three shipf 
was crowded into the holds' and be- 
tween the decks of one great vessel, 
which was so well armed and defended 
as to make it almost impossible for any 
pirate ship to capture it. In some re- 
epectn this plan worked very well, al- 
though when the buccaneers did happen 
to pounce upon one of these riobly laden 
vessels in such numbers and with such 
swift ferocity that they were able to 
capture it they rejoiced over a prize far 
more valuable than anything the pirate 
eoul had over dreamed of befora 
But 


it was not often that one of these great 
ships wan taken, and for a time the re- 
sults of Spanish robbery and cruelty 
were safely curried to Spain. 


But it was very hard to get the bet- 


ter of the buccaneers. Their lives and 
thoir fortunes depended upon this boom, 
und if in one way they could not got 
the gold out of tho Spaniards, which 
the latter got out of tbo natives, they 
would try another. When tho minors in 
the goldfields find they can no longer 
wash out with their pans a paying 
quantity of tho precious metal, they go 
to work on tbo rocks and brcuk them 
into pieces and crush them into dust; eo 
when the buccaneers found it did not 
pay to devote tbemhclvos to capturing 
Spanish gold on its transit across tho 
ocean many of thorn changed tbeir 
mothodw of operation and boldly plan- 
ned to soi/.o tho treasures of their ene- 
my iKiforo it was put upon tho ships. 


Consequently tho buccaneers formed 


themselves into larger bodies command- 
ed by noted leaders and made uttackn 
upon tho Spanish Fottlements and towns 
Many of those were found nearly do 
fruHchjsH, and ovwi those which boasted 
furtilicatious often fell before the reok- 
les-H charges of tho buccaneers. The pil- 
luge, tho burning and tho cruelty on 
bbore exceeded that which bad hitherto 
been known on tho Ben. There is gener- 
ally u greut dpul more in n town than 
there is in a ship, and tho buccaneers 
proved themselves to bo among tho most 
outrugcouti, exacting und cruel conquer- 
ors over known in this world. They 
were governed by no laws of warfare. 
Whatever they choHo to do they did. 
They respected nobody, not oven them- 
Bclves, and acted liku wild boasts, with- 
out tho disposition which is generally 
shown by n wild beast to lio down und 
go to (deep when it lias had enough.

Only Cowrie Shell* and Slaves Are Uted 


In Business. 


The only recognized currency in Kana 


nnd throughout the greater part of th« 
west African hinterland consists oi 
cowrie shells and slaves. Near the coast 
800 cowrie shells represent the value oi 
an English penny. In the far interioi 
tho value of a shell is doubled. 
Even 


here 10 shillings' worth of money weigh! 
100 pounds. 


Cowrie shells are indeed a perfect 


caricature of what a currency should be, 
lacking as they do the three characteris- 
tics which, according to political econo- 
mists, a medium of exchange should 
possess—namely, intrinsic value, scar- 
city and portability. Where any largei 
amount is concerned than can easily b« 
paid in shells, slaves are used as the 
medium of exchange. 


A sort of fuudal system prevaili 


throughout the greater part of west Af- 
rica, tho smaller towns paying annual 
tribute to tho larger. 
Thus Kano hat 


upward of 200 towns which pay tribute 
to its king, while it in turn pays tribute 
to Hokoto. 
Nearly the whole of thit 


tribute is paid in shiuc& 


"Wore slavery suddenly" abolished th« 


whole system of government would be 
disorganized, und it would bo impossibls 
for most of the towns to find any othui 
currency in which to pay. What obvi- 
ously needs to bo dono is to introduce a 
regular coinage. This can only bo done 
by tho presence in largely increased 
numbers of Europeans in tho country, 
by who.sc means any coin which might 
be though* desirable would soon obtain 
u circulation, 


Tho only coin which is at present-rco- 


ogiii/.ed iu tho interior is tho Maria 
Theresa dollar. This coin, which is' 
nmdo iu Vienna and bears diito 1780, is 
manufactured exclusively for export tc 
central Africa. It contains about 2 shil-, 
lings' worth of silver, and its purchas- 
ing valuo in the Sudan varies from 3 
shillings to 4s. (id. It will puss iu nnj 
of tho larger towns, hut not, as a rule, 
iu tho country districts.

Tho wholesale introduction of ihis 01 


of any similar coin, which can, howev- 
er, only bo effected pari pixssu with ihe 
general extension of European influouco, 
would greatly decrease tho difficulties 
connected with tho abolition of the 
slnve trarto. As the case is now, when 
a well to do iiotivo bets out on a jour- 
ney of any length he calculates before 
hand tho probable expense, and takes a ( 
corresponding number of slaves. 
Those 


ho turna into cowrie sholls at tho vari- 
ous markets which he passes on his 
route. Tho vuluo of a slave varies from 
100,000 to 300,000 shells, or from i'li to 
£0. These ;iro the average market prices. 
Slaves sold by private arrangement and 
whose character is known oftuii fetch 
much higher prices. 


Tho English traveler who objects on 


principle to accepting slaves in payment 
of a dobt is often subjected to serious 
inconvenience in consequence. One na- 
tive king to whom I had sold some rolls 
of silk became indebted to mo to the 
extent of 750,000 cowries. As I refused 
to receive payment in slaved I hud tc, 
wait altogether two months iu order tc 
extract what was duo to me, and finallj 
left the neighborhood iu despair, when 
many thousands of .shells were still ow- 
ing.

But for most of these untimely events 


some sort of remedy is possible, and lei 
ns begin with cooking accidents to see 
what may be done. 


Your potatoes may be overboiled til! 


they are broken and watery. 


Eemedy—Drain off all water possible. 


Put them, still iu the saucepan without 
the lid, over the fire and stir about well 
with a v?ooden spoon till the water has 
evaporated and they have become floury. 
Then see there are uo lumps left; adc 
salt, pepper, a nice lamp of butter 01 
dripping and a little milk. Mix aui 
heat well.and serve as mashed potatoes. 


Or it may be that the boiled fish hat 


suffered the same fate. 


Remedy—Quickly remove skin and 


bones, keeping the flesh in. aa large 
flakes as possible. 


Make an egg sauco precisely as yon 


intended to do for the boiled fish. Put 
the flakes into this and heat, but do iiol 
stir. Arrange toast on a dish, sprinkle 
with chopped parsley, pour in the lisL 
and serve as a fricassee or as cusk a Is 
crome, the latter being browned in tht 
OVt'Il-

Eemedy—To each pint of milk used 


In the custard allow two teaspoonf uls 01 
cornstarch, mix with a little cold milt 
and strain the curdled custard into it.

pale and pasty looking, add more brown- 
ed flour stirred smooth iu water oi 
caramel. 


Sauces are sometimes thin and "run. i 


ny" because the proportions havo bcc* | 
mistaken, or they are too thick for tht 
same reason. 


Remedy—For thin sances add extra 


flour mixed thin with milk or water. 
Add to tho sauoo and bring to a boil 
For thick sauce add milk, little by lit. 
tie, until the sauce is of tho righ.t con. 
sistency. 


When jelly or custard is turned fror? 


a mold, it sometimes breaks. 


Remedy—Break into small bits, heaj 


high iu a glass dish and pour around ii 
whipped cream, with a border of ladj 
fingers dipped in orange wine. 


If a molded pudding is broken bj 


sticking to the mold, repair if possible 
tho broken bit and cover with a layer 
of white of eggs beaten to a enow and 
sweetened and flavored. 


If it is too far gone for this, break ii 


into bits—cover with the meringue and 
brown in the oven. Decorate this mass 
by a border of currant jelly. 


If pastry is burned, grate off the black 


encd crust, touch lightly with milk and 
white of egg, sprinkle with sugar and 
brown again. 


When croquette mixtures are too 


wet to mold and shape, put in more 
topped meat or fish, or in a desperatr 
case finely pounded bread crumbs. 


When jelly is cloudy and clear soup 


is not clear, pour either one into a clean 
pan—scrupulously clean it must be— 
take the whites and shells of two eggs, 
break the latter and beat into the fov- 
mer. Throw these into tho pan and let 
all boil up together. Then cover, set to 
one side for five minutes and strain.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

"Toledo, tho Imperial City of Spain,**

to recall what the cigarrales arc. While 
tbo Archbishop Roclrigo claims their in- 
troductiou into Toledan life for tho 
Goths it in more than likely that we 
owo thorn to tho blessed Moors, like al- 
most everything else that is desirable- 
in Spain. For centuries and generations 
they have been tho Apulian forms to 
which the poets and philosophers of 
Spain havo withdrawn from the annoy- 
ances of the world to enjoy thoir Faler- 
nianwine nnd figs. As we approach still 
nearer wo find them to be little vine clad 
summer houses, akin in simplicity of 
architecture to the huerta of Seville and 
the carmen of the Al ham bra hills. 
Grouped about tho mountain scopes, 
they peep out from behind trellises of 
running vines, in, an atmosphere sweet 
with the fragrance of the wild jasmine 
and the rose, and the cooing of the 
doves, the cots of which surmount the 
little atalaya, or watch tower of each 
cigarral, is symbolic of the peace and 
plenty and contentment which here pre- 
vail." While the cigarralos have not the in- 
numerable fountains of the Seville huer- 
ta or the inexhaustible supply of melt- 
ed snow from, the heights of tho Sierra 
Nevada, which gives an arctic freshness 
to the Granada carmen, they are always 
delightfully cool and pleasant while 
Toledo below is steaming and sizzling 
in the torrid b.ea"t. The gardens are 
planted with fig and almond trees, and 
above all with apricots, the beloved 
tnech mech, which tho Saracen brought 
with him from out of the east. You 
may have eaten tho melon of Valence, 
tho peach of Aragou, but until yon have 
eaten tho apricot in a Toledan cigarral 
you will havo lived ignorant of luscious 
fruit.''

Spanish Punctilio. 


The cabinet crisis which took place in 


Spain in 1888 exhibits an amusing phase 
of Spanish character.

The infantry drill 
regulations. of the United States army 
jive the music and significance of more 
Ebon 60 trumpet signals—calls of warn- 
ing <ir ot Meembly, of *lwrnv. «f serv- 
ice, with snch names ao -'guard mount- 
ing," MrtU," "stable," "t<. arms," 
fire," "retreat," 
"church," "fa- 


guV' 
"attention," 
"forward," 


"quick 
time," 
"double 
time," 


"charge," "lie down," "rise," etc., 
besides a dozen or more drum and fifo 
signals, all of \vhich must be known to 
the soldiers, tOAvhom they are a definite 
language, in the sense of "Wagnerian 
Lelt-motive. Every one is familiar with 
such expressions as "drumming tip re- 
cruits," "drumming out deserters" and 
so on, 


Besides its Importsmce for signaling 


purposes, there are no lower than five 
others for music in the army. A few 
words about each of these must suffice. 
Zoller, the African traveler, says that 
"among all savage and half civilized 
races song and dance are considered aa 
indispensable aids to military training 
aa driUing and drumming in our 
armies.'' 


The i larvelous precision with which 


these primitive races execute their war 
songs and dances has been commented 
upon by many admiring explorers, and, 
as the value of perfect drill and co- 
operation is well understood, music*, 
which supplies the regularity of rhythm., 
is seenjto be of paramount importance. 
When our armicsi parade, they ahvaj » 
do BO to tho measured beat of militai y 
band or drum and fife. 


Another very curious use of music in 


war is suggested by tho word "panic." 
The historian E.owbotham says that 
"all panic is derivable from tho trum- 
petliko sound, if we may trust tho der- 
ivation of tho word, which refers tho 
first panic to the time when the great 
god Pan put to flight an army by a sud- 
den shout" Many savages use wild 
«ougs and shouts or drums and horns 
to inspire terror and to create a pamo 
In the enemy's ranks. So horrihle is 
the sound of this music, both in itself 
»nd by its bloody associations, that it 
is said the Spanish settlers in somo 
parts of South America to this day can- 
not hear tho awful trumpets of the In- 
dians without being frightened. 


It is interesting to noto that Homer 


represented tho Trojans as going to bat- 
tle with howling warcries, while tha 
Greeks are silent, and that Thncydides 
makes Brasidas say, "They are cowards 
who think they can frighten us by their 
loud shoutings," thus indicating that 
the more civilized Greeks did not resort 
to this method of creating a panic. It 
is believed that one cause of the defeat 
of the Chinese in their last war waa 
that they at first relied too much ou the 
effect of their war songs to frighten 
away the Japanese. 


A military writer says that the drum 


in the army is used "especially for in- 
spiring tho soldiers under tho fatigue 
of march or battle." This function of 
military music reminds one of tha 
primitive custom of singing in order to 
facilitate work. It is recognized by the 
greatest authorities. Field Marshal Lord 
Wolseley, for instance, wrote not long 
ago in the preface of the "Soldier's 
Song Book" that: 


"Troops that sing as they march will 


not only reach their destination more 
quickly and in, better fighting condition 
than those who march in silence, but 
inspired by the music and words of na- 
tional songs will feel that self confi- 
dence which is tho mother of victory." 


Tho German army includes mora 


than 10,000 military musicians, able- 
bodied men, who might as well be sol- 
diers. Wo may feel sure that tho great 
and shrewd commanders of tho German 
army would not employ in times of 
war such an enormous number of mu- 
sicians unless they believed that in this 
way these players could do more good 
than aa equal number of fighting men. 
In other words, the generals fully ap- 
preciate and indorse the utility of mu- 
sic.—Forum.

Summer Drinks, 


WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 


New England Section of New England 


, Weather Bureau. 


Most crops,-are reported as doing 


fairly well, although their growth has 
been retarded by the cool nights that 
have prevailed during the week,' and 
there has been but little • advance ex- 
cept in the grain and grass, the rains 
that have fallen having considerably 
helped these crops. 
All correspond- 


ents unite in saying that the;season 
is now not in advance of the average, 
and the northern portion of the sec- 
tion is a little backward. 


Fall-sown grain is doing well, ex- 


cept in a few localities where the 
stand is somewhat thin. Corn, in the 
south is somewhat yellowed by the 
heat and sunshine of the proceeding 
week. In parts of the northern por- 
tion of the section it was cut down by 
the frost that occurred on the morning 
of the 28th; the concurrence of opinion 
is, however, that the outlook is good 
for that planted and that more will be 
sown than is usually the case in New 
England. 
The condition of grass is generally 


more favorable than it was last week, 
and the feed in pastures is improving, 
especially in the northern 
portion. 


Clover that was somewhat injured by 
frost, has taken a new start and now 
bids fair to make a good crop. Old 
fields are somewhat thin and a small 
yield is to be expected from them. 
Lowlands are looking well, 
except 


where there is an excess of moisture 
in the ground. 
Pears, plums and apples are report- 


ed as setting exceptionally full, ex- 
cept Baldwin apples, which, as pre- 
viously reported, were not making a 
heavy bloom. Peaches are somewhat 
damaged by frost, but more repoits 
indicate that the damage to all iruits 
by frost was much less than was 
thought at first. Strawberries are rip- 
ening slowly and are small, but a fair 
crop is expected. Complaint is still 
made of damage by caterpillars and 
canker worms, and, as mentioned in 
previous bulletins, caterpillars are un- 
commonly abundant in portions of 
Massachusetts. 


Most garden truck is reported as do- 


ing fairly well, although as in the case 
with nearly all crops, more sunshine 
and warmer nights are needed. The 
i'rost of the 29th cut down some few 
potatoes and some sweet corn, but 
much escaped damage owing to the 
high winds that prevailed. Peas arc 
in bloom in Connecticut and Rhode 
Island, with radishes up and aspara- 
gus being cut. 
Work in the potato- 


raising section of Maine has received 
a setback from the heavy rains dur- 
ing the week.

His Enemies In Hades mnd Michael An- 
fcelo Fainted Them There. 


Tho characters in the writings of 


most eminent novelists are living reali- 
ties. "Wo see them around ns; wo recog- 
nize them in our relatives, our acquaint- 
ances, and, if not blinded, by vanity, 
frequently in ourselves. Who has not 
numbered among his friends some indi- 
vidual who is the living walking image 
of a character/ made immortal by the 
pen of a Dickens or a Thackor,ay. And 
rest assured, my dear sir or madam, 
that while you are recoginziug in some 
one elso a character that agrees iu every 
detail with one that'the •world has learn- 
ed to laugh at or to love in the works 
of the great writers, some one elso is 
discovering the same thing about you. 
Tho world is full of the characters, ec- 
centric, serious and great, that literary 
genius has thrown a halo around. It is 
easy to ascribe a reason for this. Most 
of the characters iu the books of Thack- 
eray, Dickens, Tennyson, Scott and the 
list of great authors were drawn from 
lay figures selected by the writers from 
among the people with whom they were 
acquainted. 


The most recent instance of this is 


Sherlock Holmes. 
The Scotch pro 


fessor upon whom Couau Doyle founded 
the great detective has been recognized 
and has been written up again am] 
again until he is as well known as the 
detective. 


The original of the character of ili- 


cawber, who eternally looked for some- 
thing to turn up, was Charles Dickens 
own father, as is well known, while 
the weak and easily victimized Mrs. 
Nicklcby was the mother of tho novel 
ist. Boy thorn in "Bleak House" camoc 
a quarrel between Dickens and Walter 
Savage Laridor, for the latter recog 
nizcd in tho character his own peculiar! 
tics and resented tho fact that he line.' 
been BO treated. Leigh Hunt was aiigrj 
with Dickens because tho famous char- 
acter of Harold Skimpole, in tho same 
book, resembled his inanuorisins so 
closely that there wns 110 possibility ol 
tho likeiiesH not being recognized. 


Tho original of Thackeray's Bulwip 


iu ''Yellow Plush Papers" was no other 
than Bulwor, and tbero was a tremen- 
dous row over tho miming of a murder- 
ess iu 0110 of bib books Catherine Hayes, 
•\\hich was tho name of a famous song- 
stress. Andrew Archdehno was the 
original of Thackeray's Fokcr. Arch- 
dclmo never forgave Thackeray the lib- 
erty taken with him. Tho celebrated 
Dr. Cornish was Thackeray's Portman, 
;uid young Gruhstreet in the "Virgin- 
ians" wasEdmuud Yates to a dot. COH- 
tigaii iu "Tho Roundabout Papers" wa? 
a roiuuohito figure built on tho peculiari- 
ties 01 several living people, as Thack- 
eray Itiuibclf acknowledged. 


Nuthuuicl Httwthorue was kept busy 


after the publication of "Tho Houso of 
Seven Gables" asburiug a largo and 
ever multiplying army of Pynchoon* 
thnt his character of that uame had licit 
been drawn from life. So easily were 
Charluttn Broute's characters iu "Shir- 
ley" recognized by their originals that 
tho latter called each other by their fic- 
titious names.

Cocoauuts are loaded in the held of i 


rossel iu bulk. Upon their discharge 
here they are sacked for greater con- 
venience in handling and shipment. 
Thie work, which involves sorting the 
uuts as to size aud separating the sound 
from the uasound, is done on the wharf 
alongside the vessel. 


When tho hatches have been taken 


off, men get into the vessel's hold with 
bushel baskets, which they fill with co- 
coauuts. These baskets of nnts are hand- 
ed np over the hatch coaming and pass- 
ed along across the deck and over the 
rail and ou to the wharf, where they arc 
set up on a box of convenient height, 
beside which stand the counters, some- 
times two, but oftener three, all experts 
at sorting and counting cocoanuts. The 
three men stand side by side on the side 
of the box toward the vessel, and on the 
other side stands a man holding a sack 
with mouth open, into which the nuts 
are thrown as they are counted. 


Back of the counters, against the 


stringpiece of the wharf, arc baskets 
into which the culls are thrown. These 
include *he smaller nuts, cracked nuts 
and sprouts, which are nnts that hava 
begun to sprout. 
Cocoanuts are put up 


in sacks containing 100 largo uuts and 
120 smaller nuts. The smaller nuta 
thrown aside in the sorting and count- 
ing are from time to time taken away 
by other men and sacked, 
Theso aro 


sound nuts, but they bring a smallei 
price on account of their size. 
The 


cracked nuts and the sprouts would rot 
soon if they were not used, and these are 
kept apart and sold cheap for quick con- 
sumption. 


Tue counters do nothing but sort and 


count; they never touch a basket. 
When a basket has been emptied, an- 
other man pulls it off the box and sets n 
full basket in its place. There isalwayt 
at least ono basket of nuts on tho box. 
There are usually more than oue, sc 
thnt the sorting and counting go oil con- 
stantly. Each counter picks up two nuts 
at once, ono in each hand, aud all three- 
counters toss nuts into tho same bag, 
but there is never any confusion iu the 
count. 
Two nuts aro counted ono, foi 


convenience in keeping tally, and when 
tho three mcu have counted up to 150 tin- 
man holding tho bag, now containing 
100 nuts, drags it away and anothoi 
man takes his place with an empty bag, 
and tho counters begin again, one, two, 
three and up to 50 ugaiu. 


Picking up every time two nuts, the 


counter taps them gently together to sec 
if they aro sound. This constant gentk 
clicking isouo of tho features of the un 
loading of cocoanuts. 
A nut of small 


size would of course be apparent to tin 
eye, 
but it might not bo apparent 


whether tho small nut was cracked 01 
souud. 
Tapping the nuts together ro- 


veals their condition to tho expert in- 
stantly. If he throws out a nut, be 
picks up another, still retaining tlu 
other iiut in tho other hand. Ho now 
taps together the iiut that be has picked 
up in place of the one thrown out nud 
tho nut thut ho had continued to hold, 
and if these aro both sound and of suit- 
able size, ho tosspH them into tho bag 
and counts "one," or "thirty-one," 01 
whatever number they como to iu the 
counting. 


Other men sew up tho sacks, which 


aro then piled on trucks to bo taken tc 
the storehouse or ranged along tlu 
wharf to be carted off later. A cargo ul 
cocoanuts contains from 850,000 untt 
up, according to tho size of tbo vessel. 
A big vessel might bring COO, 000 t< 
000,000. 
The work of discharging s 


cargo of 600,000 cocoanuts would or- 
dinarily occupy about a week.— 
York Sun. 


80MEOFTHE PECULIARITIES OF THE 


AFRICAN BIRD. 


Errors In Nesting. 


The errors I have in mind aro those 


»f tho birds themselves—errors of judg- 
ment as seen from our standpoint. A3 
un instance, there aro at this time three* 
nests of song sparrows on tho ground ia 
my lano, which runs in a nearly north 
and south direction. Those uest.s aro on 
tho west side and aro tilted so as to get 
tho full benefit of the sun in tbo fore- 
noon. Each nest is deftly concealed by 
tho dead grass of tbo past summer being 
drawn over it, and to t%vo of the three are 
short roofed runways better built tbuu 
many I have, seen made by a meadow 
lark. So far tho birds have been wise, 
but in all three cases tho iicsts ha\ e 
been^ilaced dangerously near tho wagon 
track—in one case within 15 inches ol 
a deep rut, "*ud the others much le.ss 
than twice that distance away. Tho re- 
sult is tho bird is forced, or so it sup- 
poses, to leave the nest every time » 
carriage passes, and this is quite fre- 
quently during tho day. Likewise tho 
sitting bird hurries away on the ap 
proach of every foot passenger. 


From a man's point of view thcfcc! 


birds blundered. In their six littl^ 
heads was not enough wit, to foresee in 
time inevitable consequences. For many 
days I have been trying to see what 
woro' tho compensating advantages of 
these three similar nest sites, and I have 
not wit enough to solve the problem. 
For the sake of tho reader's peace ol 
mind I »m bound to add that the three 
broods were, reared successfully, and per- i 
haps this will bo held as evidence that I 
it was I and not the birds that blunder 
pd.—Lippiucott's, 


The Method of Running ami Getting Over 


a Wire Fence—Bow Food Travels Dp 
and Down That Long, Sinuons Neck. 
Mating, Building Nests and Breeding. 


The ostrich has been observed with 


Interest from very early times. It baa 
frequently been the subject of remark 
by African travelers, and it has been 
domesticated and farmed iu the Cape 
Colony for eome 30 years. Yet it is re- 
markable how little is known about it 
in scientific circles and how manjrvmis- 
conceptious still prevail as to its nature 
and habits. 


This article is founded on personal 


observations made during nine years of 
uninterrupted ostrich farming in the 
Karroo of the Capo Colony and during 
travels about the country generally. 


The ostrich hen lays every day and 


the egg weighs about three pounds. It 
is a tasty and nutritious foctf, however 
prepared, very rich and excellent for 
making pastry and cakes. The empty 
shell of a fairly large one exactly held 
the contents of 18 fowl's eggfl. 
It> takes 


about 40 minutes to boil an ostrich egg 
bard. The period of incubation is about 
six weeks. 


The old idea that an ostrich can only 


leap over a very low "fence or across but 
the narrowest sluit (gulley) is incorrect. 
The birds will when startled (uovor de- 
liberately) sometimes go over a sis 
strand wire fence nearly five feet high, 
putting one foot on one of tho middle 
•wires and striding over the other. 


Considerable misconception prevails 


as to the manner in which the ostrich 
tuna 
When a bird really settles itself 


to rnn, it holds its head lower than 
usual and a little forward, with a deep 
loop in the neck. Tho neck vibrates 
sinuously, but the head remains steady, 
thus enabling the bird, even at top 
gpoocl, to look around with unshaken 
glanoo in any direction. 
Tho wings lies 


along tho sides about ou a level with 01 
a little higher than tho back and are 
bold loosely just free of the plungiuR 
"thigh." Tbero is no attempt to hold 
them extended or to derive any assist- 
ance from them as organs of flight. 


Even as a chick the ostrich is a pow- 


erful swimmer. I have known several 
birds to swim some distance dowu the 
Groat Fish river when it was running 
fairly strong. 


Tho ostrich feeds In a peculiar man- 


ner. IttoBsosthe food Into a sack in the 
upper part of tho nock and thou swal- 
lows it. I have pocn a bird toss fully u 
quart of mealies (Indian corn) into this 
eack before swallowing, and it is no 
common thing tones two "swallows" 
traveling dowu the neok at the sume 
time with a clear interval between them 
or to see ono of them (if of largo and 
loose food—o. g., grain) slide back Into 
the suck after bofiig swallowed if the 
bird lowers its bond to continue feeding 
boforo tbo food has traveled some con 
siderablo distance down the neck. The 
food travels slowly and performs a com 
pleto circuit of the neck beforo reaching 
the crop. Crushed bones aro groedil.v 
eaten. If too largo a piece should stick 
in tho neck, it is a simple matter to cut 
it out and sow tho wound up again. 


As tho breeding season approaches n 


cock and ben will pair, and, having 
selected a site congenial to thoir in- 
clinations, proceed to muko u nest. 


The nost is simply a hollow depres- 


sion, moro or loss deep, according to 
tbo nature of the soil. It is mado by 
the pair together. Tho cock goos down 
on his breast, scraping or kicking the 
saud out backward with his feet, cut- 
ting the earth with his long aud pow- 
erful nails. Tbo hen stands by, often 
fluttering and clicking her wings, uud 
'helps by picking op tho sand with her 
beak and dropping it irregularly neat 
tho edge of the growing depression. 


When satisfied with tboir work—an'l 


they aro easily satisfied, often too easily 
•—tbo hen begins to lay an egg in the 
nest every day. During the laying poriod 
the nest is often unattended aud is not 
slept on at night. A nest in which only 
one hen is laying contains on the aver- 
ago about 15 eggs, but she often begins 
to sit before fiho has laid her full oom- 
plonnnt. Sometimes she will lay font 
or five after beginning to sit, though 
not often eo many. The hen generally 
begins tho sitting. She will occasion- 
ally sit for one or two days and nights 
beforo the cook takes his turn. Whcu 
sitting assumes its regular course, the 
heu eits from 8 to 9 a. m. to about 4 
p. m., uud the cock from 4 p. m. to 
about 8 or 0 a. m. Tho bird whose turn 
it is to bo on the nest keeps its seat un- 
til the other arrives to relieve it, when 
thoy at ouce change placed. 


Tbo color of each is admirably adapt- 


ed to tho time spent on the neat, one 
furnishes interesting examples of pro 
tective coloration. It is scarcely possi 
ble to conceive a more effective disguisy 
than the sober brownish gray of the heu 
for day sitting and the black of the 
cook for night.—Zoologist.
